Wasuinoton, September 10. 

That public curiosity in the star 
route trial has not abated was mani- 
fested by the large crowd which 
thronged fhe court-room this morning. 
Miner, Reerdell, Turner, Vaile and J. 
W. Dorsey were in attendance, and 
the Judge having takea his seat, the 
session of Friday closed and the ses- 
sion of Monday entered upon, the 
jury entered, looking fatigued and 
generally worn out. In answer to a 
question by the Clerk whether they 
had agreed upon a verdict, Foreman 


Dickson said: “We report that the 
Jury stands the sau.e as it did when a 
report was made on Saturday last— 
decided as to tour of the defendants 
and not anle to agree as to the others.” 

Ingersoll requested the court to in- 
quire whether there was any prospect 
of the jory reaching a .conclusion. 
This the court refused to do, stating 
that it was a matter about which the 
jury might differ. He was not willing 
10 discharge them yet. He was un- 
willing to enforce a barbarism of law 
by starving the jury. They could
